Rarely does the death of an in- 
dividua) give rise to such wide- 
spread speculation regarding its 
possible effects as has that of 
Andrei A, Zhdanov, one of Rus- 
sia's big three and generally re- 
garded as possible successor 4s 
chief of state 


Zhdanov long has been 4&4 
oowerful figure in Communism 
He had lived daringly and 


dangerously, projecting his dom 
inating personality into national 
and international affairs until his 
volce had the ring of authority 
second only to that of Stalin, He 
and foreign Minister Molotov 
were supposedly the two from 
whom the new chief would be 
picked when Stalin stepped down 

However, Like many other 
dynamic leaders he never had 
hesitated to advance drastic pro- 
posals which, if they  falled, 
might end his career, Such was 
his advice to Stalin to make the 
attack on Finland in 1939-40.a 
project which turned out badly 
More disastrous was his recent 
launching of the assault on Pre 
mier Tito of Yugoslavia, thereby 


creating the first breach in the 
solidarity of the Soviet satellite 
bloe in Eastern Europe 
Zhdanov's anti- Tito policy 
seemed to clash with’ that of 
Molotov, and there was specula 
tion whether one or the other 
would drop out of sight More 


recently friends of Ana Paukei 
Romanian foreign minister and 


darling of Moscow, quoved her as 
saying that Zhdanoyv had incur 
red Stalin's displeasure as a re- 
sult of the Yugoslav develop 
ments, And one high Yugoslav 
official has said that the breach 
between Russia and his country 
would be closed only by a 
change of polley makers in one 
country or the other, 

Well, on that basis Zhdanov's 
death might ease the bitter clash 
between Moscow and Yugoslavia 

4 clash which threatens the 
security of the Soviet bloc, It 
could be, too, that it would les- 
sen the tension between Russia 
and the western democracies, 
since Zhdanov was a@ bitter foe 
of the democracies and of the 
Marshall plan for European re 
habilitation 

Zhdanov and Stalin long had 
been close friends and Stalin 
clearly placed much reliance on 
his advice. Apparently any mis 


takes in judgment by Zhdanov 
had been forgiven.at least up 
until the anti-Tito policy was 
launched two months ago In 


fact he participated in the Com 
inform meeting which denounce 
ed Tito 

The outside world may get an 
answer to some of its wonder 
ment by watching the weather 


vane of Moscow's international 
policies It would be interest 
ing to see whether Zhdanov's 


ideas continue to bold,

(we mustn't overlook a very 
strong possibility of this), but I 
believe that cries are simply a 
substitute for words and nothing 
to get alarmed about, 

There is, for example, the 
morning or How-About-Getting- 
Up ery, This starts with a few 
vague mutterings, a period when 
mother and father appear to be 
sound asleep, but are actually 
wide awake and tensely hoping 
it is a false alarm, The baby, re 
alizing you are not going to get 
up unless it sends an urgent col- 
lect message, opens up and lets 
you have it, Nothing could be 
more logical 

Then there is the hunger cry, 
which is as basic as that of the 
infant robin, The hunger ery, un- 
heeded, may conceivably devel- 
op into an angry wail which, like 
the smile, is some indication of 
the positive personality that is 
forming in the crib, 

Any father who has done one 
stretch comes to recognize such 
infant calls for what they are— 
simply a means of reasonable 
communication—and you never 
find him plunged into panic by 
any of them, I don't know a 
single husband who has walked 
the foor with his baby, A few of 
their wives, of course, may have 
been carried away by the urgency 
in the little one’s voice, but this 
is sheer emotionalism, 

Gosh, it looks as if I've written 
a column on the baby, I will get 
a letter in the morning.
